Mr. Michael Cavanagh is enipl'.tyed in 
the War Department at Waahington.

Beaidea this 
regular fniployment he writes for maga- 
zines anil papers, principally on Irish or 
Irish-American affairs. He is soiiu thiuK 
of a poet, too, and writes as fluently in 
thelriah language as most Irish-.Amcri- 
cans are capable of writing in the Eng- 
lish language. His favorite pen name is 
"Cloch-an-Cuinne," or in Baglish "Cor- 
ner Stone." 

Well, amonx other thiiiK's that Michael 
Cavanagh has written is a scries of 
sketches about the trip through Ireland 
on the occasion of MacManus' tuncral. 
Particularly inter.'sting are the sketches 
of this Waahington Irish-American on 
the trip to Bodenstown churchyard, 
where the remaina of that other Irish 
patriot, Theobald Wolfe Tone, are 
burie<l. 

It is well for Irish .\iiK-ricans, and par- 
ticularly young Iri.sh-.Vniericans, til ki:ii« 
something of Ireland, its history, its 
poets, statesmen and soldiers. The best 
way to gain thia information is to read an 
Irish-American paper that is interested 
in giving its readers this kind of news, 
and it was for just .such a jwper that Mr. 
Michael Cavanagh i)emicil his "Memor- 
ials of the Green Isle" al>out nine years 
ago. It is hardly [wssiblethat tliey h.ive 
ever aeen the light of day in Louisville 
up to the present time.

The day selected for our pilgriuiage 
was one of the finest that I remember In 
that exceptionally mild Irish winter. As 
we emerged from the King's Bridge sta- 
tiou, on our journey westward, our eyes 
wandered with ilelight o\-er a landscape 
embracing the most distinguishing char- 
acteristics of, Irish scenery, and no less 
rich in biatockal aasodationa than in 
natural beauties. Behind us, underneath 
its dim canopy of smoke-clouds, lay the 
ancient city with its monuments of glory 
anil of s!K\mc; its [liundereil l.in'--- i'nd 
martyr's graves; its barracks and its 
prisons; its magnificence and squalor; 
its desecrated forum— where the money- 
changen fill the places of Orattan> 
Cnmn and tbeir lUnMrious compatriots; 
Its castle, for centuries the abode of red- 
handed nuirder and black-hearted trea- 
chery, at present a sink of il(]>ravity 
and fount of ci.rruptioii, ahvavs the 
detested symbol of foreign dominatjon; 
ita thousands of subsidized slaves and 
ita myriada of conspiring rebels(?). 
There also, gleaming resplendent In the 
sunlight, stretched the broad expanse of 
Dublin's far-famed "Bay"— with stern 
Ben Hedar standing like a giant sentinel 
on guard at its portal. At its up)H'r ex- 
tremity, across the city, sloped gently lo 
the water's edge Erin's Marathon— the 
imperishable monument of her greatest 
king- the battle-field of Clontorf. 

On the left, looking proudly down on 
city, bay and battle-field, their purple 
sides and mist-wreathed summits cutting 
sharply against their back-ground of 
etheral oUie, stood 

"The hills of beautiful Wicklow, the 
bunted outlaw's rest." 

The Lilly followed close by on her right ; 
a feu hundred yards below KilniainhHtn 
it rippled beneath the bridge thai spans 
the famous ".'\th Cro," i. e. "H1o<kIv 
Ford," so called from the slaughter in- 
flicted there on the English of Die I'ale 
by the valiant King Art MacMorroiigh 
In the beginning of the fifteenth century. 

Speeding into the open country, in a 
few minntea we observed the Round 
Tower of Clondalkin looming gray and 
solemn above the pretty little village 
Its sight sent the memory wandi-riiif^ into 
the pre-hi.storic ages, when oui pagan 
forefathers thronged beneath its shadow 
to worship the God of Nature after their 
own benighted fashion. 

The smiling fields of emerald green, 
which perhaps owe their peri>etual ver- 
dure not more to the climate than to the 
' blood of the brave who died in their 
'defence, the thatched and white-walled 
cottages; their little gardens l>ebiiid, and 
in front the clumps of elder and white- 
thorn; the blue turf-amoke curling *tt>^ 
warda from the wide-mouthed chimneys; 
the bare-footed, rosy-cheeked children, 
shouting gleefully as they wafch the 
passing train, their mothers beckoning 
to them from the half-open doors; the I 
potato-diggers in their white flannel ' 
waistcosts, leaning momentarily on their 
spades; the flocks of linnets in the 
bushes; the exhilirating balmy air— all ' 
wrought on the feelinga of the long-' 
absent exiles, and brought from the 
heart to the Hps thespontanous exclama- 
tion ; ! 

"This is Ireland: I>ear, holy, ancient ' 
Ireland! God bless it!" 
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the reverberations littat ahakethe huge 
buildings. The wh4le park was bathed 

in red fire. Never was a home-coming 
regiment given suclk a demonstration. 

On the City Hall steps were >iayor 
Van Wyck and the .oflicials of the city 
government, surroi^nded by as many 
people as could secnto a foothold. 

At the head of tMuegiment waa Col.

'I'hc regiment which the War Depart- 
ment intended to send home a disorgan- 
ised and straggling mob— the Irish Sixty- 
ninth of New York— waa the recipient of 
a welcoihe upon iu Mfivil recently, 
which in a macnitude and enthusiaam 
far surpassed the receptions tendered all 
other New York rmiinMtt rolled into 
one. 

New York h:is witnessed but two greet 
popular demonstrations in connection 
with the present war. One wa«the fare- 
well to tliefiixty-nintb, nine aoatluago, 
and the other was the welcome home to 
the same organization. 

rrei>arations f.ir tlie wclcouic had been 
m.-ikiji;; foi da\s. The rc^iniCMt was ex- 
l>ecied to arrive at 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. At that hour the citiaens«tre randy 
for them. 

M in o'clock a tel^ram was received 
at the Mayor's office from Col. Duffy at 
Syracuse, stating that the train had been 

dfl^vcd sli)il!tl\ . .At the rranklin-street 
fcriy station of the West Shore railroad 
a notice was ]->osted that the regiment 
would arrive at 1 o'clock. The great 
crowd at the station received this infor- 
mation with a groan, but did uot leave. 
The waiting organiaationa, after a con- 
sultation, decided that it wan useless to 
go home and return again, and simply 
broke ranks. The crowds in and around 
City Hall I'ark did not preceptibly de- 
crea.se at any time. They simply under- 
went a .series of changes in personnel. 

The city was a gaily fluttering wihler- 
ness of flags and bunting, and wherever 
the red, white and blue was flung to the 
breeze the green of Hrin floated by its 
side. The fact that the nieo had not had 
an opjxirtunity to "get at" the enemy 
did not in the least temper the anlor of 
their reception. "They did well what 
they had to do, and were ready to fight 
at the drop of the hat, " was the 
sion heard on every aide. 

The regiment landed en 
Island at r, Ab. It was dttsk when the 
procession started and almost dark when 
the heail of it reached the Irish World 
office ill I'ark place. The crowd was 
tremendous. The tens of thousands ih.il 
are traveling toward the Brooklyn bridge 
and the ferries at that hour waited to see 
the ahow and to lift their voicea. 

It waa a gorgeona end brilliant specta- 
cle, more brilliant than if it had taken 
place in daylight, for as soon as it was 
known that the Sixty-ninth must inarch 
after nightfall fireworks were secured — 
Roman eandlea, ro^Mto and red fire. 

The Irish World had saa|Mided iu 
beautiful Iriah flag, flanked on either 
side by .American flags, over the street, 
and at this point the street was choked 
with luiifianity when llic head of the 
procession i).is.sed. As the splendid regi- 
meiil pas.Hed under the green banner the 
crowd cheered with deafening roara time 
and again. Every company as it swung 
past received a hearty greeting, and the 
faces of the sturdy soldiers beamed with 
sinilis nf appreciation. I'athcr Daly, 
the U-lovi d chaplain, trudged along with 
his "tioy ■ and, as the cr.)wd caugnt 
aighl of liiiu he was cheered heartily. 

As the monnted pdloe turned into 
Mail street the cheers of the crowd conid 
be hesrd down Broadway. There were 
ever so manv bands, and they played with 
tremendous vigor. The stirring strains 
of 'Wcarinv, of the Green," "Killarney" 
and all the tunes dear to Irish hearts 
mingled with patriotic American airs. 

City Hall Park waa really a blase of 
glory when the procaseioa inarched 
across it. Red fire waa kept burning at 
short intervals, the heavens were brilliant 
with rockets, aeriel t)ombs and cannon 
added the splendor of noise. 

The veterans of the Sixty ninth, men 
who carried tattered, faded tiattle-flags of 
the civil war — sbrcda of ailk more pre- 
cious than diamonds marched along, 
f(rflowcd by the Iriah Brigade, the 
Shields-Corcoran Post and Reno Post, 
G. A. R. Then came the Rawlins Zou- 
aves, Rawlins Post and the Irish Volun- 
teers, who marie a fine appearance. 

The honorably discharged men of the 
Sixty-ninth were next, ahead of the St. 
George Cadets, after who came the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, led by the 
Catholic Protectory band. Then came 
the County Cavan and other aasociations, 
including the Leitrim Men's Association 
in coaches. Very fine and showy looked 
the One Hundred and Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment in bright new fatigue uniforms 
without overcoats. This regiment acted 
as escort. 

All of these were acclaiuied, but it was 
the Sixty-ninth that the crowd, wanted to 
greet. It was a few minutes after 6 
o'clock when the Sixty-ninth reached 
the City Hall. The crowd was tremend- 
ous, one of the largest ever gathered to 
view a proi ession. 

The sk]f was brilliant with rockets, the 
Brtilteiy thundered until it seemed that

Around Union Sqtlire the procession 
moved, and tlicre the police who were on 
duty went w holly to pieces. 

There was a great crush about Madi- 
son Square, .^s aook as the regiment 
struck the asphalt k braced up.

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one of the results of many hours of drill. 

The enthusiasm which the march of 
tlie re),;iinent aroos^l was greater, in 
ratio to the nuirihitaiji >kiiiMtgh FiiUMve- 
nue than it was in other parts of the city. 
Men thronged the atcpoaad tlie windows 
of alltheduba. 

There appeared i|||^kbndadowa and 
on the steps of the flHHRTe Fifth ave- 
nue homes men in evening dress, who 
clapped their hands and joined in the 
cheering, and women in l)eautiful gowns^ 
with gorgeotu opera cloaka thrown over 
their ahoolders, who waved handker- 
cbiefa. 

It waa expected that Archbishop Cor- 
rigan would rex-iew the troopa at St. Pat- 
rick's Cathedral, bnt owing to the late- 
ness of the hour he could not be |)rescnf, 
and Father M.J. I.ayelle stoo<l in hie 
stead with uncovered head on the steps 
of the edifice and watched the Doya go 
by. At Fifty-first street the proceaeion 
marched eaat to Madiaon avenue, and 
down that thoroughfare to Thfarty-fowth 
street, and east again to Park avenue, 
and then along Fourth avenue to the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory, 

.\n cimrinoiis crowd had packed itself 
arouti'' lory, and there waa a ruah 

for the doors by friends and relativea aa 
soon aa the men had entered. Chief of 
Police Devery was at the door with a 
aqnad, and aa soon aa he saw that the 
place was filled and that there was danger 
in admitting any more, he gave the order 
to clear the street in front of the armory. 

This only served to complicate matter.i, 
and the policemen had finally to draw 
their duba and by main force puab the 
mass back into Third avenue. It waa all 
splendid and tremendona, for no regi- 
ment coming home crowned with the 
honors of war, with the record of mighty 
battles, was ever so greeted as was the 
Sixtv-niiith, which gave nine months of 
time and a spirit that longed for fighting 
to the United States.

Sir Thomas Lipton 
comes to visit the United States this year 
it will be under conditions so different 
that their hare rccit.d tieggars the old 
tales of wealth and power won by white 
magic and the wands of the fairies. 

The stowaway boy will return as a 
knight of Great Britain; as a member of 
one of the most aristocratic yacht clubs 
in the realm, charged with the purpose 
of winning the .Vnierica's cup; as the 
friciid and associate of the Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of York; as the 
merchant magnate whose ships sail every 
aea, and whoae laborers till and toil in 
every quarter of the globe to add to his 
golden gains. 

While his pnlse thrills with tht fever 
of the most glorious of sports, and the 
white-clad sailors lie flat .doiif,' the wind- 
ward rail of his Shamrock, i!,o(ii) half-

No romance can suri>ass in interest the 
truth aliDiit this man, who lias jiassed al- 
most at a leap from the grime of the 
stowaway to iiiany-millioiied splendor, 
aud who atill on the tbreahold of middle 
age looks forward to almoat limitleaa in- 
crement of wealth. 

Very young, the boy worked in Glas- 
gow, wlit rc his jiareiits lived, as a mes- 
senger at sixty-one cents a week, educat- 
ing hini.self in the night school. He ran 
away to this country, croaaing in the 
steerage, and worited two years on South 
Carolina phmtationa. It waa not long 
after the war; there waa no money down 
there. He was seventeen years old when 
he gave it up and walked to Charleston 
and took a stow«wtqr*e dnaty berth for 
New York. 

In that city he earned enough to buy a 
ateerage passage to Gla^ow, where he 
arrived at eighteen, a man In stature and 
a man who had aeen far countries snd 
new ways and had kept his eyes open. 
"I have always felt that I got a gi>od 
commercial training here," said he when 
last in the I'nited States. 

Lipton's Irish jjarents had savings— 
fAXK They intru.sted this money to the 
tx>y, who had aeen towna and men, and 
whose eyes gleamed with the light of 
commerdal contest. He opened a amall 
shop, in which he was the only salesman, 
accountant and window dreaaer— the en- 
tire force. 

3ir Thomas I.ipton saj-s he owes his 
success to advertising. "They say that in 
those early days he bought the two big- 
geat bogs in Scotland, decked them gayly 
wh^ ribbons, and led them through the 
atrceta labelled "Lipton's orphans," 
"Upton'a monsters," another story ssys; 
and perhapa both tales are equally dubi- 
ous.

Last spring Lipton fetned a joint atodi 
company to take his London business. 
The capitalisation was fixed at flL',.')rK),. 
000. of which only Jt.i,(M>(),tMiO were offered 
for sale. This stock was subscribed for 
twenty-five times over. The same aum 
had previously been offered by Hooley 
and refused. Lipton is bis own pro- 
moter. 

Lipton may have been relieved of some 
of his labors and responsibilities by the 
change in his Imsitu ' s. He is able to en- 
joy such leisure as comes to him. He is 
of medium height, but so slender and 
sinewy that he looks taller. He dreases 
neatly, not with the gandy oatentation of 
Barney Barnato. He is erect, alert; a 
quisdcal smile ever lingers on his thin 
lips, a twinkle shines in his gray-blue 
eye. He can enjoy a joke. 

This man is a democrat among mill- 
ionaires. He owns a beautiful country 
place at Osidgc — a palace our volatile 
and exclamatory British cousins call it— 
and here every aummer be entertaina his 
own employes, brought thither on apedal 
Lipton trains from every part of the 
kingdom.

In order 
to |ireveiit .iny disturbance or .my colli- 
sion with the armed forces of the Cov- 
ernineiit O'Connel! prompty dispatche<l 
me.sseiigers in all directions to tell the 
people to remain at home ami m.ike no 
attempt to assemble. On October 1-1 war- 
rants were issued for the arrest of Daniel 
O'Conuell and others "for devising to 
raise and create discontent and diaaffec- 
tioii .iinoii^; the Queen's siilijecls." In- 
dignant protests against the action of 
the (loverniiieiit came from all quarters. 
On November 8 "true bills" were found 
by the grand jury, and after various de- 
lays the traveraers were put upon their 
trial at the Court of Qneen'a Bench, 
Dublin, on January 10, 1844. 

There were eleven counts in the long 
indictments. The charges varied against 
each traverser. Utterancea at public 
meetings formed the principal evidence 
upon wbich tbt Oovcnuncnt relied. It is 
needless to say that thtre waa not a 
aingle Catholic on the jury. O'Conuell 
was escorted to the court by large 
crciwds and almost in regal state, aocom- 
panied by the Lord Mayor and the Cath- 
olic Aldermen in tbeir robes. The defense 
of the accused waa conducted by the 
ablest lawyer ever engaged in any cause 
either in Irehuid or BngUind. Besides 
9'Connell and his son, who appeared for 
themselves, there were fouriei ii of the 
most eminent counsel of the time among 
whom were the famous Kichaid I.alor 
Shiel and Thomas O'Hagan, who years 
afterward became Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland— the first Catholic who waa per- 
mitted to hold that oflke since the per- 
fidious violation of the treaty of Lim- 
erick. The closing speech for the defense 
wa-. made by O'Conuell, and was one of 
his most masterly efforts. Among other 
things, he said; 

"I do not stand here my own client. 1 
have clients of infinitely more impor- 
tence. My clients in this case are the 
Irish people- -my client is Ireland— and 
I stand here the advocate of the rights 
and liberties and constitutional privi- 
leges of the people. My only anxiety is 
lest their sacred cause — their rights to 
independent legislation— should be iu the 
riigbtest degnc tamisbad or impeded 
by anything in which I have been the 
instrument. I am conacious of the integ- 
rity of my purpose; I am conscious of 
the purity of my motives; 1 am con- 
scious of the inestimable value of the 
object I had in view— the repeal of the 
upion. I own to you I can not endure 
that union; it was founded upon the 
grosaeat injustice; it was baaed upon 
the grossest instdt— the intolerance of 
Irish prosperity. 

'•I'rom the day I first entered the areiin 
of politics until the present hour I have 
never neglected an opportunity of im- 
preaaiug upon the minds of my fellow- 
countrymen the fact .that I waa an 
apostle of that political sect who held 
that liberty waa only to be attained 
under such agencies as were strictly con- 
si.stenl with the law and the constitu- 
tion—that freeilom was to he attained 
not hv the effusion of huniHii lilofxl. hut 
by the constitutional combination of 
good and wise men — by perseverance in 
the course of tranquility and good or- 
der, and by an utter abhorrence of vio- 
lence and blooda)>ed. It ia my proudest 
boast that throughout a long and e%'ent- 
ful life 1 have faithfully devoted myself 
to the promulgation of that principle, 
and, without vanity, I can assert that I 
am the first public man who ever pro- 
claimed it. Other politicians have said, 
'Win your libertiea by peaceable means 
if you can;' bnt there always waa a 
derniere pensee in this admonition, and 
they always had ill contemplation an ap- 
peal lo physical force in case other 
means should prove abortive; hut I am 



not one of these. I Have preached un- 
der every contingency, and I have again 

and again declnret niy intention to 
abandon the cause of repe.il if a single 
drop of huinaii blood wen- shed by those 
who advocated the measure I made the 
»atne t>rinciple the liasis toi the move- 
ment in favor of Catholic emancip.'itioii; 
and it waa by a rigid adliereuce to that 
principle that 1 conductad the movement 
to a glorioua and triumphant issue. 

"It is mv boast that Catholic emanct- 1 
pation and eveiy .achievement of my jvi- 
litical life was oMained without violence 
and bloiKlshed; .Tinl is it fair. I ask yon, i ^ 
that vim shouhl be called upon at this ' 
hour of the day to iiitemipt a man who 
has laid tliat down as the baais of his 
political conduct, and who at no period 
of his existence waa ever known to 
deviate from th.-it ma vim? Is it right 
that men of lioiK--.ty and iiit.Ui.i;iiice 
should he called upon to br.uul now as 
a participator in conspiracy the iiiaii 
who has been preaching peitce, law .iiid 
order during his whole life, and has in- 
variably Jeprecated and denounced the 
idea that the objects of his political life 
were to be attained by an appeal to vio- 
lent nieana? I ^dong to a Cliristian ])cr- 
suasion with v, lio.ie iiienibers it is a 
principle of cloctriii.il belief that no ad- 
vantage to cluircli or slate - no. no! even 
Heaven can he sought lo he att.iiiied at 
the expense of any crime whatsoever — 
that no sin is to be justifled or palliated 
by any amount of advantage, however 
enormous, that may possibly lie obteined 
by ita commission. 

"I now come to tlie evila of the Union, 
and I would look to every honest man to 
exert himself for its repe.il, WoiiM it 
not cure the (Mlious evils of absentee- 
ism? It was calculated by an able man 
that |4A,t>00.(lOO a year pass out of this 
country. The rsilway oommissioners re- 
duce it to 180,000,000. Take the reduced 
amount, and I aak did ever a country 
suffer such an odious drain uf |30,000,000 
of absentee money —$.10,000,000 raise<l 
every year in this couiitrv not to fructify 
it, not to employ the people of the coun- 
try, not to take care of the sick and 
poor or deaolate, but |30,000,000 are 
transplanted to foreijgn lands, sent 
there, but giviug no return, leaving pov- 
erty to those who <;nriched them. Take 
fSO.OOO.OOO for the last ten years— look, 
now, at $SOO,000,000 drawn from this un- 
happy country— lake it for the next six 
years. Can you. in conscience, encour- 
age this.' There is a cant that agitation 
preventa the influx of capital. What ia 
the meaning of that? We do not want 
iCnglish capitel; leave us our own 
f :(0,0()0.00n and we shall have capital in 
alnindance. We do not w.int that left- 
handed benevolence which would drain 
the country with one liand and let it in 
niggardly with the other. 

"There is another item which exhausts 
the reaouroes of thia country, and that 
to the amount precisely of |10,000,000 an- 
ntially. In the last year it waa as low 
as -Jl.oOO.OOO, but whether the one or the 
other it is drawn out of this country 
never to return. There is, again, the 
woo<ls and forests -that dep. irtment re- 
ceives ;^'t70,OOU a year out of Ireland in 
quit rents, etc. How was that expended 
for the last ten years? Between the 
Thunes tunnel sndtd ornament Trafal-. 
gar Square. We want an additional 
bridge in Dublin. Why have we not the 
$370,000 for that purpose? Have we not 
as gfMid a right as that it shoulil be ex- 
pended on Trafalgar Square? If we had 
the Parliament in College Green wonld 
that $870,000 be sent to adorn a squart 
in London? 

"There are other Kyils attending thia 
continued drain on the country. I re- 
member the work of Mr. Young, a i>o- 

Utical economist, who journeyed in Ire 
land in '78, who in speaking of ilie in- 
crease of jKipulatiou accounted for it 
by the never failing bellyful of potatoes 
— they had all a bellyful of potatoes— and 
to that he attributed their increase. But 
is this the case now? Has not the coun- 
try sensibly declined? Is not even one 
meal of potatoes a treat and a treasure; 
according to the evidence of the commis- 
sioners of poor law inquiry the peo- 
ple are now in r.'i^s. Was this my lan- 
guage? No, gentlemen, I apjieal to your- 
selves. .\re they not reduced to misery 
and wretchedneM: frittered away by pe- 
riodical famine, and there were six or 
eight since the I'nion; there was - relief 
from Bngland while proviaions were in 
quantities transporttd to tliis country; 
provisions were in the country while the 
l)eople were j)erishing with hunger, but 
these provisions were exporie^l from the 
country. Let me tell yon tli a the popu- 
lation commiasioncrs' report show the 
aggravation of the evil. The gentleman 
who made the report is a militarv officer 
— Capt. Larkham— a| man of science, of 
iiittfMii\ and of lioii^rjr. He reports the 
stale ul llie populaiijiii to be this: That 
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.'.o j>er eeiit. of the 
lation were in alijee 



t^wn and eity popu- 
poverty, and that 



7U per cent, of the agricultura 
tion were in abject poverty. 

"Where then is the advontane of the 
fnion, which thus increased ])overty, 
bringing pestilence and iuvolvinj; our 
poor in misery and filth? Why should 
we not adopt any plan by which we would 
eicape from tbeae borrottf To be rare, 
the poor law oommiaaioneri go more into 
detail. Allow me to read some of thtir 
< videiice : ■ One family hail but one 
meal for the space of three days ; an- 
other subsided on a <jiiait of meal a 
day; another lived on little boiled cab- 
bages without anything to mix with 
them.* I will not haraaa your fealinga 
by reading any more. Are 2.800,000 of 
your fellow countrymen to live in a itate 
of positive destitution and nothing be 
done for them? 

"Another hideous feature of Capt. 
Larkhanrs reixirt is that ilie populnlion 
is diminishinK by 70,000; from the period 
of 1821 to 1831 and then from that to 1841 
the population baa diminished by the 
number of yeara— who would have all 
been reared np if thay had aaytkiafto 
support tban. And are we to be haunted 
down who are the friends of the poor; 
are we who wish to have industry re- 
warded; are we, I ask it in every prin- 
ciple of sense and justice, are we lo be 
prosecuted and persecuted for seeking 
the means for relieving this distress? We 
have the means of relief in our power; 
we live in the most fertile country in the 
world; no country is in possession of 
■nch taaibors; the earliest historical men- 
tion of na which is made by Ta citus ad- 
mits tliat onr harbors are the best, and 
that consequently were not crowded. 
The country is intenected with whole 
estuaries— ships of 600 tons burden ride 
into the heart of the country lafe from 
every wind that blows. 

"No country poaaeaaea ancb advantages 
for commerce. The machinery of the 
world might be turned by the water 
power <'f Ireland. Take the map and 
dissect it and you will find that a jjood 
harhor not more remote from any spot 
in Ireland than thirty miles. Why is not 
the country prosperous? Did I not read 
for yon the unheard of magical proqier- 
ityttaat followed her legishtive inde- 
peuce? Did I not read extracts from the 
writings and speeches of men most ad 
verse to Ireland -of men most anxious 
to conceal her greatness — us evidence of 
her increasing prosperity under her par 
liament? What happened once will surely 
happen again. Oh, gentlemen, I strug- 
gle to secure the poor from poverty and 
to give wages and employm.>nt to those 
now idle— to keep our gentry at home by 
an absentee tax, after the example of the 
Government last year, if by no other 
means, and to com^tel thcin to duty to 
their country. I leave the case to yon. 
I deny that there ia anything in it to 
atain me with conspiracy. I reject with 
contempt the appellation. I have acted 
in the open day, in the presence of the 
Government, in presence of the Muxis- 
trates: nothing was secret, private or con- 
cealed; there was nothing but what was 
exposed to the universal world. I have 
stmggled for the rcatoration of the par- 
liament to my native country. Othera 
have succeeded in their endeavors and 
some have failed, but, succeed or fail, it is 
n glorious struggle; it is « struggle 
lo make the first land on earth possess 
that bounty and benefit w hich tUxl and 
nature intended. " 

But all the elotjuence of O'Conuell waa 
in vain. The jury, Ijeing well aud duly 
packed with Orangemen, did their duty 
to the "Crown" by eonvivting the ac- 
cused, who ware acoordingly sent to 
priaott. Itatthls "vanUcfwas so out- 
rageous a violation of common justice 
that even the British House of Lords 
( needless to say not friends of Ireland) 
felt obliged lo set it aside. It was in de- 
livering his jiulKinent in the fanioua case 
that Lord Denman, one of the British 
law lords in the House of Lords, uttered 
the famous declaration that "If such 
practicea aa have taken place in ttie pres- 
ent instance in Ireland should continue 
trill by jury would become a mockery, a 
delusion and a snare." Imiiitdiately 
after the judgment of the House of Lords 
O'Connell and bis fellow Y>risooers were 
released.

It is with feelings of the deepest regret 
that we announce the death of Timothy 
O'Riordou, of the reporting staff of the 
Freeman's Journal, which took place last 
week. Mr. O'Riordon was one of the 
best and mont widely known journalists 



in Ireland. He wss a native of Tralee, j 
County Kerry, and joined the reporting 
sUff of the Cork Herald in the early 
eighties. He took a very active part pro- 
fessionally in the I<and and National 
League agiution, and was present 
through some of the most exciting scenes 
of the stirring ]>criods of lK>th those 
movements. He was beloved bv his col- 
leagues of all shades of political opinion 
and in the gallery of the House of Com- 
mons he was exceedingly popular. 

In the Belfast Snmuiona Court on Mon- 
day James McNeiry, church warden of 
St. Clement's church, Belfast, summoned 
William Johnston for having on Sunday, 
January l.'j, Ijehaved in a rioutous, vio- 
lent and indecent manner in St. 
Clement's church during the celebration 
of divine service. H. Hanna said that 
on the day in question a disturbance 
took place at the morning services. The 
state of affairs was such that the police 
had to clear the building, and th factor 
had to obtain police protection to save 
his life. The prisoner was allege<l to 
have used the words, "I will knock the 
heart out of you, you old priest." The 
prisoner was aentenoed to two months' 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

There passed away at Tralee on Satur- 
day a well-known and popular "whip" 
in the person of Michael Jeffcott. Mr. 
JefTcott drove the Royal mail car for 
nearly half a century.

J. Jeffoott, of CMiawo, and only recently 
returned on a visit to his did friends. His 
death was attributed to an accident he 
recently sustained.
